o. We have been asked what al­ 
ternative we have. F'rom the oppo­ 
sition to portable housing which 
has been expressed we w’ould not 
provide such buildings except as a 
last resort, but would first of all 
have to refuse to take pupils from 
without the district. 
This would 
mean that farmers living on this 
side of Hinz road 
and voting 
against the addition, would in real­ 
ity be voting to exclude their neigh­ 
bors’ children across the road from 
this school.

7. To those who might doubt the 
tax-raise figures given above, the 
following figures are quoted: Total 
bond issue, 895,000. Total interest 
for 20 years coupons $55,265. Total 
cost, bonds and interest, $140,265. 
This cost divided over a 20 year 
period gives average cost of $7,013 
lier year. The levy for the past few 
years having been $70,000, it is 
evident that the High School levy 
will be raised 109< or from $1.22 
to 81.34 tax rate. 
It is not the 
purpose of this paragraph to draw 
attention to the rates of other tax­ 
ing bodies, but anyone interested 
can compare the separate rates for 
the various taxing bodies over the 
past ten years and see who has 
been responsible for the increase in 
taxes over the district. Is the 297 
increase in your taxes of sufficient 
importance to the parents of chil­ 
dren in all the grade schools of the 
district, whether parochial, rural, 
or public, to vote dow n such a pro­ 
posal ? Is the $2.00 a year increase, 
that a home paying $100 a year 
taxes must bear, of more import­
